Springfield Feb g, 1927 Hon 
Robert Molts, Speaker of the 
House of Repreaeiiatives, in discus 
alng pending game and fish leglsla 
Hon, today stated that the proposed 
bond issue for the purchase of puk 
He shooting and fishing grounds and 
preserves Is one of the most popular 
measures presented in recent years. 
House bill No. 14. Introduced by 
Rep. Thomas Curran. of Chicago, 
chairmen of the appropriation com- 
mittee, provides for the Issuance of 
•18,000,000.00 of 4 per cent bonds. 
Proceeds of these bonds are to bo 
■aed for the purchase of land for 
public shooting and fishing grounds 
and preserves. Theae lands are a! 
so to be open for use by the general 
public for camping, boating, swim- 
ming, hiking and similar recreations. 
Inlerest and retirement of principal 
will be paid by revenue of the De. 
•artment of Conservation without 
direct taxation. This bill is now be- 
fore the Fish and Game committee.

servation In many section* of the 
state, at meetings of sportsmen and 
civic clubs The mention of the 
proposed bond Issue, which Is to be 
P»id by revenue of the Department 
of Conservation, has invariably been 
freeted by tremendoui applause and 
Pledgea of hearty ■upport.

ONE reason why there is no rea 
sod to worry greatly about 
motor fuel for a long time 
ahead Is ibat people are worrying 
shout it.

• he right time. 

We know that most petroleum has 
come from rather limited areas and 
that even from these only a small pro- 
portion has been taken out. Oil pro- 
duced by gas pressure capable of lift- 
ing ll to the surface when we drill 
hole* is hut a small proportion of all 
lite oil contained In Ihe sands Even 
from ihe best pools recovery by the 
old methods Is small, perhaps one- 
half In the moil favorable conditions, 
oftener one-eiith. or one-sevenLh. or 
one-tenth. But a considerable part of 
what still remains In the ground can 
be recovered by methods now estah- 
li»hed ae technically and economically 
araetiasMs.

oil out How to shut off the water 
and permit the oil to run out Is a prob- 
lem with which the engineers have 
long worked. They have made great 
progre-s and so Increased recoveriea. 

Id earlier times most oil producers 
carefully guarded all information 
about their wells and experiences, but 
latterly there is co-operstion In tbeaa 
matters. Geologists and petroleum 
engineers, nnre derided by the "prac- 
tical" oil nwn, are more and more 
accepted as guides and mentors. New 
knowledge is constantly increasing re- 
coveries. 

Ae to Mining for Oil 
In Lorraine ihey have dug shafts 
down to the oil sands and actually 
brought the sands out, like coal from 
a mine But It's costly. 

Another mining process is to sink a 
shaft to the oil sands and from Its 
bori.m drive tunnels in all directions 
tbtough ihe sande.
